Ohio Anti-Saloon League Opens Consti- 


tutional Convention Campaign Fight 
in Distribution of Thousands of Pam- 
phlets all Over State

Columbus, 0., Aug. 25—In its first broadside concerning the con- 


| stitutional convention campaign, the Ohio Anti-Saloon league at- 
tacks the saloon license system by declaring it to be a failure in 
every state where it has been adopted. The statement is contained 
in pamphlets which the league has distributed in thousands all over 
the state. It charges, that there are more than 1500 speakeasies in 
the city of Philadelphia and more than 1200 in Pittsburg, and de- 
clares that the presence of the speakeasies in those cities is the di- 
rect resiilt of the license system in Pennsylvania.

Rochester, N. Y., Aug. 25—Chic ago-Bixffalo train No. 4 on the Le- 


high Valley railroad, filled with Grand 
Army visitors returning1 


home from the national encampment, jumped the track tlu's after- 
noon at 12:30 near a bridge which spans Canandaigua outlet in the 
center of the village of Manchester. From 12 to 36 people were 
killed outright and scores were injured. .Ambulances and physic- 
ians from Canandaig-ua, G«neva and nearby towns have been sum- 
moned. 
. .A special train left Rochester at 2:25 with physicians and medi- 
cal suplies, for the scene of the wreck. 


Up to 3 o'clock 20 bodies had been taken from the wreck. The
